He saw service at the Cape of Good Hope, in Egypt and 
the Soudan, Upper Burma, and Uganda. \Vhen the 
South African War broke out, Sir Henry was appointed 
to the command of the Guards Brigade, and took part in 
engagements at Belmont, Enslin, Modder River, and
